Steve Bilyeu and his two eons, Pete and 
Jimmy, are dead. Of the five men under 
arrest Hosea Bilyeu was cousin and broth- 
er-In-law of Steve Bilyeu; Martin Bilyeu 
was his nephew; Frank Tabor was his son- 
in-law; Bud and Bob Meadows were mar- 
riled to Steve Bliyeu's nieces. 

Gathered at the fence over which the 
feud began at the time of the fatal battle 
were the wives of all the men implicated; 
Jake Bilyeu, a brother of Steve: Jim Se- 
wellen, a nephew of Steve's, and back of 
all “Old Johnny Bilyeu,”’ father of Steve 
and patriarch of all the fighting clan, over 
80, haif blind and half deaf, but combative 
in his mumbling and still a lover of a good 
ecrimmage, urging on each side to deadiy 
struggle. 

These are the facts of the battle of the 
Bilyeus against the Bilyeus as developed 
by the testimony offered by the State. It 
is not expected that the defendants will 
offer any testimony at this preliminary 
hearing.
